country. The present Republican majority 
in the House is perilously small, and but 
lew changes would be required to turn the 
mnjorily over to the Democrats.

would then remain only the Senate as a bul- 
wark against a depreciated and dishonest 
financial policy.

which may occur, the Republican majority 
which now exists may be changed to a com- 
bined Democratic and silver llepublicau ma- 
jority.

tried to crowd into a room that would 
not hold 500.

BYllNES AND CHOCKS. 


THE METHODS OF NEW YORK'S OLD 


CHIEF OF POLICE. 


A Cnie In Which IIli Syatcm of 


KeeiiliiK In Touch Wllh the Movc- 
1111-ii I» of CrookH Saved ail Iiiiiocent 
Man From Conviction. 


A group of old Now York polire and 


five officials woie chatting the other day 
when the talk veered around to ex-Su- 
pi'iintcndcnt ol Police Byrnes.
